Twenty Four Counties Had Total of 


64 Operations in Gas and Oil 


During Past Month 


GEOLOGIST IN A REPORT 


Some Oil Wells Yield Good in Var- 


ious Parts and ISO Operators 


Are on The List 


Indianapolis, Ind., June 19.*— 


There were a total of sixty-four op- 
erations in the gas and oil fields of 
Indiana in twenty-four counties in 
the past month, according to a 
monthly survey of such activities by 
the division of geology of the state 
conservation department prepared by 
Theodore Kingsbury under direction 
of Richard Lieber conservation di- 
rector for Indiana. 


The survey bulletin'is sent to 150 


oil and gas operators in the state, 
and is a part of the division's service 
in promoting these activities in this 
commonwealth'. 


The bulletin sets forth that the 


West Princeton field, Gibson county 
lias 100 oil wells some of which have 
been pumped for 19 years. The East 
Princeton field, opened August 1921, 
has six producing wells. The Oats- 
ville field, Pike Countjr, opened in 
1915, has approximately 150-wells, 
while the Bidgeville field, South' Jay 
county, opened last year, has more 
than 50 wells. ' •• 


According to Mr. Lieber,-Indiana 


during April produced 88,000 bar- 
rels of oil; 69,000^barrels in "the 
southwestern fields 'and 19,000 'bar-, 
rels in the northwestern fields. Dur- 
ing; March 83,000 barrels were prq- 
duced in this state.

for Refusing to Permit Employes

DENIED SHOPMEN RIGHTS 


Labor Beard Says Railroad Ignored 


Order to Hold Election Among 


Its Shopcraft Workers 


(By United' Press) 


Chicago, June 19—The Pennsyl- 


vania railroad was publicly .repri- 
manded by the United States rail- 
road labor board for "refusal 
to 


permit a certain class of employes to 
select their own representative to 
negotiate agreements covering wages 
and working conditions." 


The railroad was rebuked by the 


board as placing itself in the same 
position as 
employes who .strike 


against the board's decisions 
and 


the law creating the board. 


Tlie Pennsylvania was declared to 


La.ve "denied to its -shopmen essen- 
tial rights as laboring men to which 
congress had declared them entit- 
led." 


The official rebuke, the only pen- 


alty the rail board is empowered to 
indict, climaxed the attempt of the 
Pennsylvania to negotiate witli its 
men direct through "company un- 
ions". Tlie trainmen's brotherhoods 
were the only exception 
to 
this 


scheme and the fight has been before

SOME METHODS OF CONTROL

The striped cucumber beetle.is one 


of .the commonest and probably the 
most generally destructive pest, of 
cucumbers and melons in Indiana, 
damaging large and small plantings 
ajike. The striped cucumber beetle is 
destructive as a larva as well as 
during the .beetle stage. The beetles 
attack tJie (plants as soon as they 
appear devouring the tender stems 
•and leaflets and later gnaw the older 
stems and fruits. They deposit eggs 
in the soil near the roots and the 
larvae hatching from these eggs in- 
jure the plants by tunnelling the 
roots and underground parts of the 
stem. These larvae mature late in- 
the season and the adult beetles pass 
the winter in dense woody growths, 
mainly along river bottoms and sim- 
ilar location.?

Mo danger 
of this because the blackberry rust 
lives its own life and: never bothers 
wheat, says Dr. C. T. Gregory, of the 
botany • extension

An examination of tne wheat in 


the sonfiiern part of the state 
has 


shown that up to date there is no 
leaf rust. Some farmers havo said 
that during the late freezes it looked 
as if the wheat was killed but every- 
where the plants seem to he coining 
along in fine shape. This late freeze 
may have been

Stopped the rust, however. This1 is 
encouraging because leaf rust stays 
over winter on the wheat and no rust 
on wheat now means a late start for 
rust. If .the rust disease does not 
have a long time to act on the wheat 
plaint it will probably not do very 
much damage.

If these 
practices are made a regular routine 
the wheat grower will practically 
eliminate the losses now caused by 
the larvae of the 'Angonmois grain 
moth."

Last year much of the wheat in 


southern Indiana -and particularly in 
the Southwestern'corner of the state 
was infested with and badly dam- 
aged by the larva of the Angoumois 
Grain Moth before the ' crop 
was 


threshed. This loss, which was very 
large in. some sections, could have 
been practically eliminated if pre- 
cautions had been taken in promptly 
harvesting and threshing the grain, 
say entomologists at Purdue Univer- 
sity.- 


The Angonmois. grain moth', 
so- 


named because at was introduced 
during the early settlement of this 
country from the province of Angou- 
mois in France, occurs 
throughout 


the United States. While it may 
sometimes damage 'corn in storage 
in the north, it is most destructive 
to corn and wheat, particularly the 
latter, in the field or in unthreshed 
grain, in .southern Indiana and farth- 
er south. The greater importance of 
the insect' farther south is due to 
the larger number of generations 
which may result in the longer sea- 
sons. In southern Indiana the moths, 
issuing from the grain stored in 
graineries, fly to the field and lay 
eggs, in the case of wheat, in the 
grain heads. The resulting larva bur- 
rows into the grain and develops, 
the first moths of the second gener- 
ation appearing about harvest and 
lay eggs o,n the ripening grain. If 
wheat is left unthreshed in'the mow 
or in stacks successive generations 
of larvae which increase rapidly, 
may practically ruin the crop. 


"The 'control is simple and effec- 


tive," says Prof. J. J. Davis of Pur- 
due. "Thresh the. grain soon 'after 
harvest, the sooner the better, and 
store wheat in bulk, preferably in

•has been pointed out in these col- 
umns before, but it will .stand re- 
peating now when the world seems 
alarmed to learn th'at the farm popu- 
lation is -falling off. There are main- 
people now living who ca,n remembor 
when clothing was made and tailored 
on the farm, when 
leather was 


tanned on the farm, when logs were 
cut and hewn or sawed for the farm 
buildings, when fencing material was 
produced on the farm, when only the 
simplest tools and

were 


largely manufactured on the farm or 
in the nearby village, the farmer did 
not need money, then, but labor. 
Now, 
when so much of his work is 


done in town the farmer needs mo- 
ney to pay for this help. Tlie heart 
of the problem lies, not in- keeping 
more people on the farms, but iff a' 
sufficient price for farm products, so 
that country labor and city labor will 
he on an equitable .basis. All vhi», of 
course, is obvious and commonplace, 
and everybody is supposed to know 
it—and everybody forgets it most of 
the time.

The interest* in'legumes in north- 


rn Indiana manifested itself in a. 
series of live alfalfa tours held June 
4 to 8. Because of the loss of clover 
[his winter and because a 
great 


many men lose it periodically, the 
better farmers are putting in a small 
acreage of alfalfa, running-from 4 to 
15 acres, as legume insurance thdt 
Choir cows will not be without a good 
feed, whether clover lives or dies. 


A tour. wa.s 'held in P-uUi-ski County 


with about CO farmers studying con- 
ditions, extending from sand to clay 
ground. L. C. Hodgeii had an. old 
blow sand hill well established in al- 
falfa where he had not taken a . crop 
oil for eight years due to the poor- 
ness and the blowing of the 
sand. 


By ifsing proper methods he obtained 
this good stand of alfalfa. Similar 
conditions were see,n in the county 
where men did the right thing, but 
w'here any of the conditions neces- 
sary -for alfalfa growh were lacking, 
poor stands or failures were the re- 
sult. 


• In Koblo County the tour covered 


67 miles, visiting eight fields, .show- 
ing some excellqut stands and [bring- 
ing :oiit. reasons why conditions itittst 
he made right for successful growth. 
The Pure Seeds Committee in this 
county, -cooperating \vitih the county 
agent, had the tour in eharge. . 

Two sections of _ Adams 
county 


were covere.d, aitd it was interesting 
to note that in the seetioft Where a 
small tour was held last year the'al- 
falfa acreage was more-tlm" double.

EFFECTIVE JULY 1 


Official Grades for United States Ap- 


proved Under Authority of U. S. 


Warehouse Act 


PROVIDE FOR SEVEN GRADES 


Olllei.1] standards for shades 
°f 


uool for the United Stales have been 
approved by Ihe Secretary of 'Agri- 
culture to become effective July 1, 
1923, under authority in the United 
.St-ates ware-house Act. 


The standards provide for seven 


grades of wool as follows: fine; one- 


Oialf blood; three-eighths Wood; one- 
fourth blood; common and braid. For 
the Jim-poses of grading, it is pro- 
vided that wool in the fleece shall be 
designated by the grade of the larg- 
est portion of the fibre of the fleece. 


Establishment of these standards 


5s the result of investigations con- 
ducted for several years .by the De- 
partment of Agriculture. The prop- 
erties of wool which have been stud- 
ied are: diameter of fibre, length of 
fibre, spinning quality, 
shrinkage, 


sind fineness of fibre. Public hear- 
ings were held at which suggestions 
of the trade and manufacturers were 
made. Further studies will -be made 
1o develop a standard terminolgy for 
length, standards for spinning qual- 
ity, shrinkage, and foreign matter in 
•wool, to be promulgated in the fu- 
ture.

SPACING AFFECTS 


CORN PRODUCTION 


Continued on Page Four 


The results are of paticular interest 
to the southern portion of the United 
States where ibolli the single-ear :vnd 
prolific types of .corn are more or 
less commonly grown. 


The single-ear type is described 


as havhig resulted from 
continuous 


selection toward one large ear per 
stalk, although under favorable con- 
ditions two well-developed ears may- 
be produced. As contrasted with the 
single-ear type, the prolific is distin- 
guished by the normal production of 
more than' one ear per stalk. The 
ears usually are smaller. 


As both types are grown extens- 


ively, it is of agronie interest to 
know which yields more efficiently 
under ordinary field conditions where 
the production of the plants is like- 
ly to be influenced by irregularity of 
stand arid by the inequalities of ger- 
mination, soil, and growing condi- 
tions. The purpose of the present 
investigation was to study the reac- 
tion .of these types under conditions 
that provided a wide range in the en- 
vironment, obtained in this case by 
altering the spacing of the plants. 


In these experiments the prolific 


type -was more production than 
the 


single-ear type. It also wasf more 
efficient in increasing the yield per 
[>lant and in. increasing the number 
of ears per plant. While the single- 
ear type was more efficient in 
im- 


reasing; the weight of the ear, the 
prolific type produced a larger yield 
Der acre 'because 
increasing 
the 


number of ears was more effective 


than increasing the weight of the in- 
dividual ears. 


The experiments indicate that in 


sections to which both 
types 
are 


adapted in general the prolific will 
be the most productive under con- 
ditions of general field culture be- 
cause of its better adjustment 
to 


varying conditions.
